ALLAN GOULD a native New Yorker studied drawing and painting at the 
Art Students League of New York in 1928. In 1941 he executed 

two mural commissions for U.S. Post Offices which were reproduced in full 
color in Life magazine. Under the sponsorship of the U.S. 

and Puerto Rican governments he spent two years on the development 

of industrial uses of bamboos and tropical materials, 1942-43. 

From 1944-45 he spent two more years with the Engineer 

Corps of the U.S. Army. Returning to civilian life, Allan turned 

back to designing furniture which appears to be his most 

repetitive and consistent interest. From 1952-57 he headed his own 

firm, designed, manufactured and sold his exclusive designs 

which gained international recognition. During this same time he 
collaborated with George S. Lewis, Architect on the Loeb House in 
Weston, Conn, which was selected as one of the ten best Homes 

of the Year, 1952. His current work includes a comprehensive line 

of upholstered furniture for Thayer Coggin, Inc. sold nationally through 
retail stores and a group of seating pieces and tables sold to 

architects and interior designers through George Tanier, Inc. 


PIERRE DEBS was born in Beirut, Lebanon, son of the late Jean Debs, 
Lebanon national sculptor and architect, some of whose work 

may be seen in Harvard University Museum. Coming to America in 1937, 
he received his early education in public schools until he joined ‘ 

the Marine Corps where he stayed until 1946, Pursuing his education after 
the war, he attended Miami University and St. Petersburg College until 

he entered Pratt Institute where he graduated in industrial design 

in 1953. Going into the field of research design he worked with GM, ; 
Vendo Company, Elgin Watch and Reynolds Metal. Subsequently he joined 
the design staff of Heritage for five years until he opened his 

own design office in High Point. There he designed for such firms : 

as Dixon-Powdermaker, General Tire & Rubber, Gator Tractor and is 
currently designing a contemporary line for Kaplan Furniture of Cambridge. 


KEN WHITE was born in New Orleans and joined Raymond Loewy Associates 
after World War II service with the U.S. Navy. In 1947 he formed 

his own company and has completed some 150 hospital and college 
planning assignments. Numbering among his furniture clients are such 
firms as Colonial Manufacturing Co., Thomas Furniture, Jasper Desk, 
Hale Industries, Haskell of Pittsburg and Webber Costello Co. 

For the 1958 Brussels International World's Fair, his firm was 

selected for the furniture design exhibit in the United States 

pavillion. A long line of successful designs in product, package and 
interior styling has earned this firm wide recognition in the 

industrial design field and they serve as consultants to four 

national trade associations. 
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“HOME FURNISHINGS DESIGN TRENDS” by harvey probber 


In many ways, design and politics have a great deal in common, 
We yearn for a change in our homes much the same as we yearn for 
a change in administrations. This year both yearnings seem to be part- 


icularly strong. 


Since most of us are directly concerned with ‘nuturing' change, 

I think it extremely important that we distinguish between change and 
Progress. Progress is never a straight climb. It is a long series of 
reforms and reactions. Progress is only apparent in retrospect, 

Changes occur when the overly conservative grudgingly accept some of 
the new. And the weary revolutionary, somewhat revolted by the misuse 
of his vision, groggily accepts something old. We seem to be in just 


such a period at this time. 


Certainly, this can be a healthy time if we have learned well 
the lessons of the past fifteen years, an era of reform, when the 


purest was the prophet, the era ‘frivolously’ labeled ‘good design’’. 


We learned for instance that beauty is a prime function and 
that purely intellectual design evokes very little emotional response. 


In short, it takes a machine to love a machine. 


We found that we could not live in rooms composed so precisely 

and meticulously that the presence of a human being disturbed the effect. 
We sat in the chair that flaunted its stresses and strains like an oil- 

well rigging; and we learned from this experience that no amount of 


structural ingenuity can compensate for the loss of loveliness. 


So many of these contrived forms were like some overbright 
people we've met. They're amusing at parties, but oh, the long-week-end. 
And pity the impetuous consumer who found, to his chagrin, that 


design too, has a fourth dimension, the intangible quality of aging gracefully. 


Apparently this is a perplexing time for the home furnishings industry. 
It is a time of mellowing tastes. Let us not however make the mistake of 


interpreting mellowness for madness. There will be no great resurgence of the 


traditional furniture design. You can't go home again. But we are ina time of 


transition. The question is, transition from what, to what. 


The significant transition is occuring within the framework of contemporary 


design itself.’ Designers are freeing themselves from the ‘dogma’ that has surrounded 


contemporary for so long.

_ The truth is, and has always been, that the visual weight of furniture is very 


pate much a matter of personal needs and preferences, design excellence can be achieved 


a ~ inany scale.
